Picton,, March 18.—Hon. William 
Paterson,s, after an illness of three 
months, died here at his apartments, 
Jobnson street, this afternoon, aged 
seventy-four. Though he had been ill 
here for some weeks, Mr.. Paterson 
was thought to be convalescing. 
Only on Monday last Hon, Mr. Field- 
ing, ex-Minister of Finance, paid bim 
a visit. He had a relapse during Tues- 
day evening and remained unconstious 
until 2.30 to-day, when he passed 
away, 

The late Hon. Wm. Paterson will 
be remembered as one of the great 
forces in Canadian Liberalism, whose 
influence contributed ina marked 
degree to the defeat of the Conserva- 
tive Government in 1896 and the 
Liberal regime, in the administration

Gaston Calmette and S.oots Him

PARIS, March 17. — Gaston Cal- 
mette, editor of The Figaro, was shot 
yesterday by Mme. Henriette Cail- 
laux, wife of Joseph Caillaux, the 


French Minister of Finance. M. Cal- 
|mette died last night. 

Mme. Caillaux went to the office of 
The Figaro to carry ovt.an act of 
vengeance against M. Calmette, who 
had been waging a campaign charac- 
terized by great bitterness against the 
Minister of Finance, She fired at least 
three times, M. Calmette being 
| wounded in the chest, in the side, and 
- the abdomen. 

While the editor was being trans- 
| ported to the hospital, he said repeat- 
'edly: “I have done my duty. I have 
done my duty.’’ Having committed 
ithe deed, Mme. Caillaux submitted to 
|arrest, and while employes in The Fi- 
garo office were taking the pistol 
from her bands she said: 
| “Since there i: no justice in 
‘country, 1 take upon myself an act 
of justice. Take re where you will.” 

Mme. Caillaux was immediately re- 

moved to a police station, where she 
underwent a preliminary examina- 
‘tion, the substance cf which was 
}communicated to *e press at her 
| desire, 
‘Il am sorry,” she said, “‘for what I 
| was obliged to do. I bad no inten- 
tion of killing M. Calmette, and I 
would be happy to know that he will

Lincoln liked the drama. Perhaps 
if he had not liked it so much he would 
have’ lived many yeurs longer, since 
otherwise he would hardly bave put 
himself in Wilkes Booth’s way on that 
fatal night in April, 1865. But he 
never pretended to any knowledge or 
connoisseurship whatever. Most of his 
life had been passed in a couuvtry town 
—and at u time when few great actors 
ever appeared in such small places as 
Springfield, II. 

In a sale of the autographs, prints 
and playbills which belonged to the 
late Douglas Taylor there is a copy of 
a letter from Lincoln to James H. 
Hackett, dated Washington, Aug. 17, 
1863, afterward printed in this form 
for private circulation, which contains 
the following: 

I have seen very little of the drama 
Some of Shakespeare's plays | have nev- 
er read, while others I have gone over 
perhaps as frequently as any unprofes- 
sional reader. Among the latter are 
“Lear,” “Richard III,” “Henry 
“Hamlet” and especially “Macbeth.” I 
think the soliloquy in ‘‘Hamlet’ commenc- 
ing, “Oh, my offense is rank,”’ surpasses 
“To be or not to be.”

Shakespeurean scholar that he bad nev- 


er read some of Shakespeare's plays. |

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THE CRUSH OF WORLDS. 


it Will Come When the Solar System 
Falls Into the Sun. 
The whole of tbe present solar sys- 





tem.is ultimately to fall into the sun, , 


causing an explosion that may result 
in a new solar system. Such is the 
theory put forward in the Journal of 
Natural Science by Professor Philip 
Fauth, a well known astronomer, 
whose reputation has rested principal- 
ly upon his reseurches into conditions 
on the moon. 

The novel feature of Dr. Fauth's 
theory is that it is based upon the sup- 
position that a great part of the known 
solar system, including especially the 
planets Jupiter, Uranus and Saturn, 
are not composed of mineral matter at 
all, but are tremendous masses of ice, 
or balls of ice surrounding a mineral 
kernel. Furtbermore, he declares, a 
part of what is now known as the 
Milky way is not mineral or gaseous, 
but “a ring of ice dust,” masses of 
particles of ice suspended in space, the 
outer planets receiving a constant ad- 
dition te*their ice mass from this 
source. 

Professor Fauth declares that the 
world already at some remote period 
has bad a similar experience, resulting 
in the death of nearly all animate na- 
ture, and that all species of life as we 
know it have urisen since then. Even- 
tually the planets swinging through 
their narrowing orbits will fall into the 
sun, causing a vew explosion and per- 
haps the birth of a new solar system, 
but for thousands of years before thut 
time all life, either on earth or else- 
where, will have disappeared.—-New 
York Sun.

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DAIRY GATTLE AS A 


HOG FARM ADJUNCT 


The bandling of a few good dairy 
cows makes a splendid side line to go 
witb the bog business, says the Kan- 
sus Farmer. Since a large amount of 
Skimmilk is u very important item 
in handling hogs the Jersey would not 
be as satisfactory a dairy animal as 
the Holstein from the viewpoint of the 
writer. It would seem that it would 
be desirable to secure the largest 
amount of milk possible from a com- 
paratively small nuinber of animals. 
The use of dual purpose cows for this 
purpose would mean that more cows 
would bave to be milked, to get the 
same amount of milk, and a third line 
of business would be introduced on the 
farm—namely, the handling and dis- 
posing of beef animals, 

Pure bred cows will, of course, cost 
two or three times as much as high 
grade cows and perhaps merely from 
the standpoint of milk production 
would not be much if any more protit- 








Holstein cows continue to make | 
good at the pail and in butter pro- 
duction. According to the Ad- 
vanced Register, nineteen cows of 
this breed have produced 1,00 
pounds or more of butter in 386 
days.

Sweet Clover Liked by Stock. 

Only a dozen years ago and on many 
farnis sweet clover was fougbt tooth 
and nail whenever a few plants of this 

“weed" showed their heads. Now on 
many farms throughout the country 
sweet clover is proving just the thing 
to grow on dry, barren Kpolls, gullied 
hillsides, rocky, ledgy fields, and on 
tillable lands is valuable as a soil Im- 
prover to inoculate and enrich the soil 
for alfalfa. As these experiments go 
on the truth becomes evident to the 
experimenters that cattle. horses, 
sheep, hogs and poultry only need to 
get an occasional taste of sweet clover 
in order to acquire a decided liking for 
it. It’s like onion to the human palate. 
Once the tangy taste of sweet clover is 
established amoug stockthere is a cho- 
rus of neighs, “moos,”” “bans,” grunts 
and cackles for it—Farm and Fireside. 








Feeding Dry Cows. 

During the eight or ten weeks that 
cows go dry and are not milking their 
food should be chiefly roughage. A 
daily allowance of two pounds of bran 
or oats or a mixture of two parts 

each of bran and oats and one part of 
omnet meal or cornmeal makes ia 
proper feed for a cow near calving. 
Some roots,, cabbage, pumpkins or 
squashes are also very good. . Highly 
carbonaceous roughage, such as straw 
and cornstalks, is not good at this par- 
ticular time. Such feeds, with cold 
water, cold drafts or lying out at night 
on damp or frozen ground, are the 
chief causes of caked udder or garyet. 


Tankage For Pork Making. 

Tankage is becoming more arid more 
popular as a nitrogenous supplement tn 
pork waking. Its value is no Jonger 
doubted. At the Obio experiment sta- 
tion Professor Carmichael placed a 
hundred pound pig with each two 
steers being fed corn. The pigs found 
the full feed of corn in the droppings 
from the. steers. One-half the pigs 
were fed, in addition to the corn, one- 
third pound eacb of tankage per day. 
The increased gains over the pigs fed 
no tankage amounted to 162 pounds 
for each 100 pounds of tankage fed. 
At present prices of hogs this means a 
big profit on tankage fed.
